The Instruments of Percussion 
What is first discovered is usual- 


ly not the best or longest-lived. In- 
struments which produce the sound 
from being struck have the longest 
history of all musical instruments. 
We have evidence that rude typ^s 
were used thousands of years be- 
fore Christ. 


Music was at first purely vocal 


and was probably employed as ear- 
ly as speech itself; but it was net 
long before the sounds produced by 
natural objects attracted attention 
and attempts to make use of them 
resuSted in the formation of 
in; 


struments. These 
divided them- 


selves into three types: the 
drum 


or percussion type suggested 
by 


rhythmic beatings 
upon 
resonant 


objects such as stones and 
gourds 


in time with the dance movements; 
the pipe or reed type, discovered 
when reeds or hollow bodies were 
blown upon; and the, lyre or string 
type, perhaps born from the twang 
of the bowstring. Of 
these 
tha 


first mentioned is of -course 
the 


simplest and therefore 
the 
first 


used. 


The Development of Centuries 
The early peoples used many in- 


teresting varieties of the percus- 
sion instrument. In the museums 
we find all sorts of curious 
ex- 


amples from, the Indians, Chinese, 
Egyptians, and* in, fact, all early 
peoples. As knowledge of music de- 
veloped, instruments of percussion 
became less and less used. This was 
because they were merely rhyth- 
mic and not tonal, and hence were 
not capable of producing the varie- 
ty of effects needed for ambitious 
music. Gradually, however, as novel 
and striking ideas were introduced, 
various 
percussion 
instruments 


were used—sometimes only for 
a 
single tone. Then some ingenious 
experimenter found a way by which 
a drum could .he tuned and hence 
made to give out various tones—at 
different times. Beethoven was the 
first composer to utilize this fact, 
but now modern writers all 
use 


the tympanij which is the name oi 
the drums that are' made so thai 
they can ba tuned.

Says U. S. Review 


Farmers of the state and nation 


are undertaking a normal agricul- 
tural 
production 
program this 


spring, although handicapped by 
high wages and other costs, loss of 
farm workers and1 general disparity 
between the prices of farm and city 
products, according to. a statement 
of the agricultural outlook issued by 
Paul 0. Nyhus, state and federal 
cooperative crop reporting statisti- 
cian. 


"Domestic demand for farm pro- 


ducts is at a 'high level," the state- 
ment declares. 
"Foreign markets 


for our cotton, pork, wheat and to- 
bacco seem likely to continue 
at 


about the same demand level. The 
situation with respect to labor, ma- 
chinery, fertilizer, credit and other 
cost items, does not favor expansion 
of farm production. 


"The dairy industry since the 


war has been relatively more pros- 
perous than certain other types of 
farming. 
This has been due most- 


ly to greater use of dairy products 
by the American people. The per 
capita consumptio-n has 
increased 


'fourteen percent from 1919 to 1922. 
Milk production for the same per. 
iod has increased nearly the same 
percent. 


"Present rates of consumption 


will about absorb 
the production 


that is in prospect in the United 
States for 1924. 
A somewhat un- 


favorable factor in the outlook is 
the possibility of greater 
foreign 


competition. Surplus production in 
foreign countries is increasing, and 
larger quantities may seek market 
in" the United States.

It appears that the time has ®~ 


come when we, acting as the 
legally elected legislative rep- 
resentatives of our respective 
brotherhoods, should utter a 
word of warning to the mem- 
bership of the state against a 
number of the alleged pro- 
gressive organizations that are 
springing up. 


A few years ago, few, if any, 


leaders 
of political thought 


were willing to cast their lot 
with the farmer-labor element. 
Since the great world war, due 
to the consciousless deflation of 
the farmers and the tremend- 
ous fight waged by caph^tl 
against, the organized labor 
movement, the farmers and la- 
borers did get together; Wis- 
consin leading the way as us- 
ual.

of Early Life

ived in Rubicon, Vt. 
My father 


was born there and educated at Mid- 
dlebury college. I waa born there 
on Jan. 20, 1842. 


"My father's health was failing 


•nd he was told he would have to 
«ke up'farming. He decided to go 
o New York state and after a ride 
of week* behind an4ox-cart, during 
one oi the muddiest springs that 
state has ever known, we arrived 
at our new home in Monroe county. 


"My memories of this farm are 


.he most pleasant and satisfactory 
of all the memories I have. We 
worked 
• hard, put the enthusiasm 


that comes with accomplishment' 
saved the work from .beinfr drudg- 
sry.' My father was a real hard- 
leaded Vermont Yankee and believ- 
ed in the dignity of labor as on of 
the fundamentals of life. He brought 
up all his children according to this 
gospel, and from my earliest mem- 
ories I was engaged to the limit of 
my strength in farm work of some 
sort. 
Tendinp; the horses, going 


after the cows, and milking were 
among my earliest tasks. 
"Wheat was our main crop, and 


we relied a great deal on -what we 
called 
thi 
summer fallow. The 


wheat was cut in the spring, culti- 
vated through the summer, and then 
cut again in the fall. As soon as 
t was old enough this summer fal- 
ow was put mainly in my care, and 
[ had to drive the plow up and dotvn 
;he endless rows in the hot summer 
days. 


Picked Dew-Kissed Beans 


At thm£ time, according to Dr. 


Sheldon/^nuc beans was one of the 
principal crops. He told of getting 
up before daylight to gather the 
beans in order that they might be 
still wet with dew, as that made 
them shell easily. 


Dr.-Sheldon made his first ac- 


quaintance with novels, he said, in 
three or four weeks spent in bed 
repovering from a broken leg suf- 
fered while milking an obstinate 
cow.The chief obsession of the people 
at the time was slavery,' said Dr. 
Sheldon. 
It formed the main topic 


of discussion in the family circle, 
and from the time we learned to 
read we were steeped and soaked in 
;he 
literature of the 
abolition 


movement. 


"At that time 'Uncle Tom's Cab- 


in' was being published serially in 
the National Era. 
Every Saturday 


night my mother read the latest in- 
stallment aloud, while we all lis- 
tened eagerly. It was very real to 
us, for our farm was situated on 
the famous "underground railroad,' 
and we never knew when we would 
be called upon to help save some 
Eliza or Tom from their pursuers." 


Father Selected College. 


Dr. Sheldon told how his father 


had awakened him one night and 
called him downstairs to introduce 
him to the financial agent of Ober- 
lin college, who had already receiv- 
ed $100 for the son's tuition. 


"My father told me that I was to 


go to Oberlin because it made no 
distinction between men on account 
of the color of their skins, 
but 


evaluated all men alike according 
to the quality of their hearts, their 
minds, and their souls," said Dr. 
Sheldon. 


He told of the enthusiastic affec- 


tion he felt for the little cobble- 
stone country schoolhouse at Ladd's 
corners,' which he attended 
as 
a 


child, and of the sorrow he exper- 
ienced on leaving it for Hanover, 
which his father had selected as his 
preparatory school. 


"The year at Hanover—beginning 


in 1858—was a year of tremendous 
pleasure for me,'' said Dr. Sheldon. 
"It was my first year away from 
home. I received new ideas 
and 


new impressions. I formed 
new 


friendships. 


Prepared For Yale. 


"Hanover was at that time vir- 


tually 
a preparatory 
School 
for 


Yale, and all my classmates were 
planning to go there. When they 
asked where I was going 
and 1 


said. 'Oberlin,' they would answer, 
'Oberlin? 
Never heard of it?' 
1 


became filled -with- the resire of go- 
ing to Yale, and my father consent- 
ed after a little opposition. I en- 
tered Yale in 1859 with myy Han- 
over classmates." 


The declaration of the Civil war 


came while Dr. Sheldon was on his 
sprinj* vacation in 1861, and when 
he returned to his college he found 
a divided household. 


"Yale was largely a Southern col- 


lege," said Dr. Sheldon. "Many of 
the students, including some of the 
most popular, were from the South, 
and of course they left to enlist in 
the Southern army. Others enlisted 
in the Union forces. 
Those were 


trying times for us, for we never 
knew when Yale men would meet in 
battle with 
men who had 
-been

NAME 


Americus Vespucius is the man 


who gave America its name. He 
lived at the same time as Columbus 
and Vasco Da Gama. 
He was a 


good friend of Columbus. 


Vespucius was -born in the city of 


Florence, in northern Italy. He was 
Spain. There are reports that he 
went on one or two of Columbus' 
trips to America, but these reports 
may not be true. 


We know however, that Vespuc- 


ius the third son in a noble family 
which had "lost its money." 


When he had grown to manhooii 


Vesprcius left Italy ar.d visited the 
coast of South America in 
lat- 


er years. 
He was then in the 


service of Portugal and explored the 
coast of Brazil for his foster-coun- 
try. 


Vespucius 
had some interesting 


adventures getting to Brazil a sec- 
ond time. He was captain of one 
of the ships in a fleet of six. 
A 


little bit south of the equator one 
vessel ran on a rock near an island. 
The admiral ordered Vespucius to 
look for a good harbor in the is- 
land -while the other ships were 
saving the crew from the endanger- 
ed vessel. 


Returning to the wreck Vespucius 


found only a single ship left, out 
of five. The one on the rocks had 
sunk, the other three had sailed a- 
way and were never heard of after- 
wards. 


Th« two ships sailed westward to- 


ward Brazil and anchored 
in the 


Bay of All Saints. After remain- 
ing there two months they sailed 
south along the coast of South Am- 
erica for a distance of almost a 
thousand miles. 


This long coast trip made Ves- 


pucius pretty sure he was on the 
shore of .a continent, rather than 
an island. 
He made maps of the 


bays, rivers and harbors he found. 


Returning to Europe 13 months 


later, he went to Spain and acted 
as a map-maker for the govern- 
ment. 


The maps made by Americus Ves- 


pucius were thought to be very 
rood. They were copied and pat in 
Afferent books. A German tried to 
think of a good name for the conti- 
nent Mow the equator. H* decid-

It is an ungracious task to question the wis- 


dom of well-intentioned movements and 
the 


judgment of people whose motives we know 
are beyond suspicion, but in matters of serious 
public action it is sometimes necessary. 
The 


Emergency Foreign Policy conference, 
thinks 


Prof. Rice, cannot try to broaden the program 
it is urging upon our^ governmert -without risk- 
ing disagreement upon the additional issues. It 
becomes all the more necessary, then, to scru- 
tinize carefully that program as it stands. Its 
object is the relief of Germany from the into!- 
erable economic situation which is now causing 
the starvation of her people. The method is to 
organise an American protest against France's 
exorbitant reparation demands and her seizure 
of Germany's industrial areas. This has now 
become an emergency, nearly five years after 
the signature of the treaty which opened the 
way to these things and a year after the French 
occupation of the Ruhr. 


Whose emergency is it? Germany's? Ours? 


Humanity's? Yes, all of these; but there ii 
something- else behind. That something else is 
clearly revealed by the leaflet, "Britain's' Dan- 
ger and Britain's D'»ty," which is so naively 
circulated by the conference. Prof. Rice's an- 
swer to my previous letter does not dispel the 
strong flavor of British inspiration that clings 
to the conference's program. The gentlemen who 
drafted this program after returning from vis- 
its in Kurope presumably included England in 
their travels. Now, I freely admit that there 
is no essential harm in identity of action with 
other countries in a good cause, provided 
no 


ulterior motives are actuating the other coun- 
tries. But Great Britain's motives in this casd 
are, to say the least, not unmixed. The mani- 
festo just referred to exposes the ulterior con- 
siderations. Britain's danger 
from 
France'.i 


domination of the Continent, her aerial power, 
and her' mobilization of her colonies makes it 
Britain's duty to revive Germany as a Contin- 
ental counter-weight. 
It is most 
interesting 


that it forthwith becoines our duy, after all 
this time, to take exactly identical action with 
Britain's—nothing more, nothing different. In 
other words, we are called upon to take sides 
in a new contest for world power. Have we not 
had enough and sufficiently disillusioning ex- 
perience with attempting to serve the ends of 
justice by taking sides in a conflict of inter- 
ests? 


After all, is not Great Britain just as re- 


W>onsible *» Franc* for Germany'* 
present 


situation? Whereas France has laid violent 
hands on the productive forces of Germany, it 
was Great Britain primarily -who wiped 
out 


the commercial connections which form the ne- 
cessary counterpart of an industrial develop- 
ment. Is it fair to F/ance, is it sufficient for 
Germany that we demand the restoration of 
the one and not of the other? Of course, Great 
Britain cannot set Garrceny up igain in any- 
thing like her pre-war commercial position; if 
many of the elements of that position had not 
been completely dissipated, Great Britain's own 
economic situation would not now be so desper- 
ate. But something should be demanded of her, 
if only for its moral significance. The restora- 
tion, under mandate, of the German colonies, 
which I suggested, would be inadequate, but 
would balance off the present one-sided char- 
acter of the conference's program. The French 
are exceedingly-sensitive' to such matters. From 
1919 onward, they have very keenly pointed out 
that British critics.of their demands—like the 
much quoted Mr. 
Keynes—simply 
take 
for 


granted the attainment of Britain's war aims, 
the destruction of Germany's naval, commer- 
cial and colonial power, and advise concessions 
6nly from France. 


Finally, we must at>k if the pressure we are 


asked to bring upon France will h,ave the de- 
sired result. Even though it produce a tem- 
porary success, will it not provoke a sullen re- 
sentment, which will be as certain a source of 
future trouble as the present critical situa- 
tion? The conclusion drawn in Franco will be: 
"Here is the Anglo-™axon bloc again at work 
against us; we must bend all cur efforts to- 
ward fighting back." 
And even a temporary 


success is doubtful. The same considerations 
may operate to strengthen Poincare's hold upon 
the country, instead of weakening it. Has world 
wide condemnation convinced the Germans that 
they were in the wrong in 1914? Did a general 
boycott and vote of censure on the Soviet gov- 
ernment serve to break its hold on Russia? Are 
there no lessons to be learned from even recent 
experience? 


Conference spokesmen tell us that the present 


situation will inevitably bring on war if not re- 
lieved, and that we shall certainly be drawn, in. 
My answer is that their program is quite likely 
to insure, rather than avert, the former result, 
while it makes doubly certain the latter—fur- 
ther, it commits us in advance as to the side 
we shall take. Therefore, my contention is that 
the conference must broaden its program 
or 


risk frustration of its best intentions.
